IDEAL WORKERS. 
SENKON BY THE REY. DR. m'KArIG. 
The Rev. W. W. McKaig preachea yesterday 
morning in Wood's Museum the first of a series 
of discourses which it is proposed to give there, 
if it should seem advisable. The attendance 
yesterday was not large, owing to a lack of euffi- 
cient notice, but those who were present were 
attentive listeners to a good sermon. Dr. Mo- 
Kaig will preach at the same piace next Sunday 
morning. The sermon of yesterday was from 
the following text : 


that thou make all things aecording to 
shewed to thee in the Mount.—/ied. — 25. 


This text refers to the way the Tabernacle was 
made. Moses while alone there on the Mount 
did not see an actual tabernacle before him 
localized in space, constructed of skins, curtains, 
fringes, with its fore-court, holy place, and 
holy of holies. No tangible object stood there 
that be could touch with his hands or measure 
There was no draft por sketch 
penciled on paper handed him tocopy. It seems 
that while in aa unusually thoughtfal mood one 
day that a bright idea came into bis mind, a sort 
of mind-picture, that he felt sure if correctly 
realized would fitly represent to tbe senses 
of the crude and ignorant people around 
beanty and reality of 
spiritual truths they needed to have ever kept 
before them. He sought for Bezalee! as soon as 
he could, and delineated so vividly his concep- 
tion to that cunning workman that he was able 
to embody it in a visible structure. Such win 
the origin of the Tabernacle, that strange sym- 
bol of religious faith those ancient people car- 
riod with them in all their long journeys and 
terriblo wars. It was simply the embodiment of 
a glorious thought that had shone into the mind 
of Moses in a moment of rapt contemplation. 

The building of that Tabernacle, it seems to me, 
we may fitly use as an analogy of what is daily 
going on through the whole realm of bunw.n life 
Every one according to bis, meas- 
ure has flitting through his mind an ideal or 
mind- picture of what he would like to be, 
to know, to own, and to ‘enjoy.

The beaver may exhibit grert skill in pullin 
trees across a stream to create a dam. the bir 
may show a very delicate taste in the deft way it

THE IDEAL CHURCH. 
SERMON BY THE REV. J. r. SUKDERLAND. 

A large congregation assembled at the Fourth 
Unitarian Church yesterday morning to hear 
the first sermon of the pastor-elect, the Rev. J. 
T. Sunderland, lately called from Northfield, 
Maes. The following is the full text of the ait 


course : 

Neither do men put new wine into old bottles, else 
the bottles breek and the wine runneth out, and the 
bottles perish; but they put new wine into new bottles, 
and both are preserved.—Matt., i., 17. 

We have here suggested a great thought, of 
v italeand feipetcal importance in connection 
with the building up of the institutions of re- 
ligion. Inthe past history of Christianity, a 
great deal of barm bas undoubtedly come from 
overlooking it. It needs to come into a great 
deal clearer recognition than perhaps it 
bas yet reached anywhere. New life must 
bave new forms of outward expression and em- 
bodiment. To some extent this is true of the 
lowest forms of life. The tiny germ of wheat, 
as it starte irom the soil in sprine, is quite dif- 
ferent in form from tbe half-grown or full- 
grown wheat stalk.

Tho general defects in the construction of 
our public halls and the constant danger of 
Ganics among the crowds accustomed to 
gather in them is conspicuously brought to 
mind by the horrible catastrophe at a Cincin- 
nati theatre on Saturday afternoon. Without 
any real cause, without fire, without the giv- 
ing way of aportion of the building, bat 
simply in a panic which resulted from a false 
alarm, nine persons were actually trampled 
to death and many others seriously injured’ 
It is not too much to say that such an ac- 
cident would be simply impossible if the 
common dictates of prudence and a decent 


in the construction and management of the 
house where the panic Without any 
special information as to the construction of 
the so-called opera-house where the disaster 
occurred, we are sure that it must be in vio- 
lation of every rule of safety, and that 
it lacks every reasonable facility for 
the rapid exit of large numbers of 
people. Like too many other of our pub- 
lic halls, it is probably reached by the. ascent 
of a long stairway from a narrow passage, 
and practically hemmed in so that there are 
but one or two contracted passages for get- 
ting in and out of it, and possibly only in

balcony and gallery shall have a direct and 
separate exit to the street or alley adjoining. 
No building not constructed in this way af- 
fords adequate protection in the case of fire 
or other accident, or even in case of an un- 
founded panic. We assume that the Cincin- 
nati ‘‘opera-house was not so constructed, 
because McVicker’s Theatre in this city is the 
only public building among all of its kind 
that is so constructed, because the great ma- 
jority of public halls throughout the country 
lack these safeguards, and because a baseless 
alarm of fire resulted in the crushing of 
people to death, smothering and mangling 
them in the impotent rush of the crowd to 
get out. It is certain that the stairway lead- 
ing to the balcony was narrow and crooked, 
for it was in an angle of this stairway that 
most of the hves were lost. 

The Cincinnati catastrophe also illustrates 
another vicious practice in the management 
of public places of amusement which should 
be prghibited by law. Robinson’s Opera- 
House Saturday afternoon was crowded far 
beyond its capacity. The audience consisted 
largely of women and children, as the enter- 
tainment was of a kind that engaged several 
hundred of the pupils from the public 
schools. The crowd was packed in among 
the aisles, passages, and lobby so densely that 
it was impossible to move the mass, except 
in the most quiet and deliberate manner. 
This was simply an outrage, and not the less 
so because the outrage is repeated in every 
city in the country whenever the people can 
be induced to come in sufficient numbers. 
It is a common practice to fill the passage- 


especially when the building is small, ¢on- 
tracted, and in every way dangerous. This 
custom can only be changed by a law which 
shall limit tho number of persons ad- 
mitted into public buildings to the reg- 
ular and permanently-fixed seating capaci- 
ty of ghe buildings, and which shall 
provi ere penalties for any violation of 
this restriction. The average greed of public 
amusement caterers cannot be trusted to 
regulate a matter of this kind; and, as a 
rule, they will never hesitate to risk human 
life in the interest of their pockets, unless 
they are enjoined from doing so by the strict 
enforcement of ordinances against it. An- 
other requirement that might be imposed 
upon the managers of theatres and halls with 
advantage is the constant keeping of large 
placards, easily accessible and ready for use 
at all times, which shall contain injunctions 
legible from all parts of the house to quiet a 
panic. If there had been an enormous pla- 
card containing the words False Alarm ! No 
Danger! and it had been brought upon the 
stage of Robinson's Opera-House, and the 
attention of the audience attracted to it by a 
gong, it is probable that the panic would. 
have been lulled and the loss of life averted. 
It is never possible on occasions of this kind | 
to get the ear of a terrified crowd, but their 
intelligence can be reached through the eye.

ot a child may at any time create a panic 
among a large audience, and it should not 
merely prompt the managers of public 
amusement places to adopt the precautions 
we have suggested and others, but it should 
also induce the local authorities of large 
cities to compel managers to make such 
changes and maintain such a system as will 
afford reasonable protection for human life. 
Protection against the madness and folly of 
a frightened crowd is as necessary as protec- 
tion against fire and accident, and owners of 
public buildings should ba compelled to 
recognize it, and provide for it in the con- 
struction and management of their houses. 
FIRE INSURANCE IN CHICAGO. 

‘We print this morning a review of the fires 
in Chicago during the year 1875. It will be 
seen that the aggregate losses during the 
twelve months ending Jan. 31, 1876, was 
only $457,000, of which more than half, or 
$240,000, was in Waat’s glue factory in Feb- 
ruary last. Of this total loss, but $217,000 
was covered by insurance, The property on 
which these losses occurred was insured for 
$1,801,000, but the portions destroyed which 
were insured at all only embraced $217,- 
000. 
The aggregate insurance in the City of Chi- 
cago is probably in the neighborhood of 


$200,000,000, and the receipts therefrom | 


$3,000,000. The insurable property, includ- 
ing stores, warehouses, factories, dwellings, 
and other buildings and their contents, have 
a value approximating that of the land. 

Much of this escapes taxation, and hence the 
land bears generally more than its propor- 
tion of tax, because it is all visible and is 

more readily assessed. The total taxes on 
this property are probably $3,000,000. The 
property insured in this city. pays 
probably as much for that insurance 
as the same property pays for taxes,— 
State, city, county, and other purposes,—that 
is to say, about $3,000,000. Regarding in- 
surance premiums as a tax, the public are as 
interested in having low rates of insurance as 
in low taxes. The figures given of the losses 
by fire in Chicago furnish their own commen- 
tary. The insurance business in this city in 
1875 was nearly all clear profit, and in this 
respect was more so than in any other great 
city of the United States. There has been 
during the last six months an abatement in 
the rates of insurance, but there is room for 
a still further large reduction. 

The City of Chicago has done much within 
the last two years in providing preventives 
against fire and means to extinguish it. The 
distribution of water by mains and immense 
feeders, by reservoirs andinexhaustible tanks, 
has been on the largest scale. There is no 
part of the city where there is 
not an abundance of water. In July 
next the second water-works will be in 
operation, and the two lake tunnels will 
contribute a supply such as is furnished to 
no other city in the United States. When 
these second works are in operation, so com- 
plete will be the water supply, and so suf- 
ficient the means provided for its use in 
case of fire, that it may be safely assumed 
that no fire can have more than a very limited 
sweep. Even in the southwestern part of 
the city, where the lumber yards and the 
frame buildings are thickest, the means of 
extinguishing a fire will be such by next 
summer as to give positive assurance that there 
can be no extended conflagration. It is con- 
sidered that these new works, when in op- 
eration, will be equal to any demand for the 
extinguishment of fires, no matter how or 
under what circumstances they may originate. 
Had there been such means at hand in 1871, 
even the fire of that year could have been 
arrested and confined to the locality where it 
originated. : 

Under these circumstances, Chicago is al- 
ready a field of ripe harvests for insur- 
ance men; and in the near future, with its 
completed arrangements for preventives and 
protections against fire, this will be the most 
profitable insurance district in the country, 
and therefore justifying a great reduction of 
rates to the minimum standard of safety. 


THE SCOTT SUBSIDY FRAUD. 

There are two propositions before Congress 
for a railroad connecting the Mississippi Riv- 
er and the California coast. The first of 
these is Tom Scorr's proposition. He has 
control of two railroad companies, each pen- 
niless and bankrupt, but each having a char- 
ter and a grant of land to build a railroad to 
the Pacific. He proposes to unite these at 
the 103d meridian, and construct thence 2,000 
miles of railway through Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona, and California, to San Fran- 
cisco, To do this he asks Congress to make 
the nation indorse his bonds at the rate of 
$40,000 per mile, interest payable in gold at 
5 per cent, and bonds payable forty years af- 
ter date. This involves a liability on the part 
of the United States of over $1,000,000 in 
gold annually for forty years, at the end of 
which time the only security would be a rail- 
road through a desert 2,000 miles long. That 
is Tom Scorr’s modest proposition. 

In the meantime the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road of California has built a railroad from 
San Francisco nearly the whole length of the 
State to its southern limits, and within a few 
months will have 700 miles of this railroad to 
Fort Yuma in operation. Therefore a rail- 
road covering so much of Tom Scort’s pro- 
posed line is actually built and the field oc- 
cupied. This California Company has con- 
structed this road at its own expense, without 
one dollar of Government subsidy. Having 
reached the point for a connection eastward 
to the Mississippi River, it finds Tou Scorr's 
two bankrupt Companies holding large grants 
of public land, but utterly unable to build 
the road, being without credit, and already 
heavily loaded with debt, on which they are 
unable to pay the interest. 

This California Company now proposes to 
accept the land-grant already forfeited by 
Scott's bankrupt Companies and build the 
road eastwardly to the 103d meridian, or 
through to the Mississippi River, without any 
cash or bond subsidy than the land-grant, 
and thus furnish a western connection with 
all the roads running to Galveston, New Or- 
leans, Memphis, St. Louis, and Louisville. 

The object sought is a railroad connecting 
the Southern States with the Pacifit coast. 

The means offered are: 1. Tom Scorr's 
railroad, 2,000 miles to build, for which the 
Government is to guarantee from four to five 
millions of gold annually for forty years, 
amounting to one hundred and sixty to two 
hundred millions of dollars cash. 2. The 
California Company’s road, of which 700 
miles are completed. and the completion of 


the remainder are guaranteed without any 


cash or bond subsidy, or any other aid than 
the land-grant already held by Scorr's bank- 
rupt Company. 

Congress has to choose between these two 
offers: The one involving an increase of 
the public debt to the amount of two hun- 
dred millions of dollars, and the other in- 
volving no expense or liability to the United 
States. On this choice of propositions the

anything yet proposed by the Pennsylvania 
railroad king. It is that the eastern end of 
the Pacific Railroad, the western part of 
which has been built by the California Com- 
pany for 2,000 miles at its own expense, shall 
be handed over to Tom Scorr, and to be built 
for him by a subsidy of $40,000 of national 
bonds per mile. The Company which, be- 
ginning at San Francisco, has built 2,000 
miles of railway through barrens and sands, 


at the 103d meridian, and Tou Scorr is to 
have the eastern connections all built for him 
by the United States Government. The road 
through Texas has been liberally endowed by 
that State, but Scorr insists on having Fed- 
eral bonds besides. 

The California Company, however, offer, if 
the land-grant already forfeited by Scorr’s 
Companies be granted to it, to build the road 
eastwardly so as to furnish connection with 
Shreveport and Memphis. 

The fact is, Scorr has been attempting to 
grasp the whole railway system south of St. 
Louis. He has absorbed all the charters. He 
has built various pieces of roads,—all point- 
ing westward,—so as to communicate with 
his proposed main road. On all these pieces 
of road he is largely in debt. The roads are 
not worth the amount of the bonds due on 
them. -All his Companies, especially his Con- 
struction Company, are hopelessly insolvent. 
His only hope of extrication is the obtaining 
a subsidy from Congress. A subsidy of five 
millions of dollars in gold for forty years 
would rescue him from financial ruin, and 
the only possible inducement there can be 
for voting him a subsidy, when another com- 
pany will build the road without any subsidy, 
is to enable Tom Scorr to extricate himself 
from bankruptcy. The country has hardly 
reached that point yet when jt will consent 
to be taxed to pay Mr. Scort’s debts and 
settle a fortune on him for life. 

In offering to take the eastern half of the 
road with a subsidy, Scorr has practically 
confessed the fraud and scandalous attempts 
to plunder the National Treasury for an ex- 
clusively personal and selfish end. The coun- 
try, however, will read with astonishment 
that, in the face of all these facts, a majority 
of a committee of either House of Congress 
should report a bill to give Scorr the entire 
subsidy originally asked by him. 

_ COUNT THE MONEY. 

„ Hewrrt’s Resolution,“ which was adopted 
by the House a few days ago, may become 
famous in our financial history. It sets a 
new and a good precedent. It asks of the 
Secretary of the Treasury a detailed account 
of the so-called cash balance in possession of 
the United States on the 25th of January. 
The Secretary is instructed to submit a 
statement which shall cover not only the 
money on hand in the Treasury, but in all 
the Sub-Treasuries and in any and every de- 
positary of the publicfunds. This is in- 
formation to which the public has a right, 
bat which the press has in vain attempted to 
obtain for it. The art of bookkeeping as 
practiced by defaulting cashiers and in the 
Treasury Department seems to have as its 
object to conceal the real state of affairs from 
the popularcomprehension. There aro several 
simple questions which the published reports 
do not answer, and which nobody will an- 
swer. Thus, the Government has some 
millions of silver on hand, which is held as a 
fund for the redemption of fractional cur- 
rency, and therefore should not figure as 
„funds available.” Does it so figure? The 
people do not know: The Government has a 
number of redeemed bonds and paid coupons 
on hand. These,” as our correspondent

The first lesson in political economy for 
our statesmen in Washington to learn and 
comprehend is that inflation by law of the 
prices of goods prohibits exportation of man- 
ufactures. Dear goods cannot be sold 
abroad. A high tariff makes dear goods, re- 
duces domestic consumption, and cuts off 
foreign demand. Such a system is not pro- 
tection to American industry, aud its advo- 
cates have no moral right to call it by that 
name. 

The second lesson which our statesmen 
should learn is that the surplus agricultural 
productions of our farmers and planters 
which can find a foreign market do not er- 
change for the quantity of foreign eommodi- 
ties which the American people insist upon 
purehasing and enjoying. Consequently the 
entire production of our gold and silver 
mines has to be exported, and there still re- 
mains a serious deficit. In order to fully pay 
for our imports and change the balance of 
trade in our favor, it is absolutely neces- 
sary to export large quantities of Amer- 
ican manufactures to foreign markets and 
exchange them for money or commodi- 
ties. Hard times cannot be banished and 
the idle operatives set at work until the loom 
and the anvil reinforces the plow and the hoe 
in producing surplus articles for sale abroad. 
Having absorbed these two simple but im- 
portant lessons, and digested the same, the 
next thing for our statesmen in Washington 
to do ia to remove the artificial snags, ob- 
structions, and sand-bars placed by previous 
Congresses in the channels of industry. Things 
must be lowered to their natural level, the 
expenses of production cheapened by re- 
moving the causes of inflation of costs, and 
rendering housekeeping cheaper to the la- 
boring classes. 

Whenever the law permits our mechanics 
and artisans toco-operate with the tillers of 
‘the soil in producing commodities for expor- 
tation, business will become brisk, times 
good, money plenty, and the winter of dis- 
content” will become glorious summer.

Wasnincron, D. C., Feb. 6.—The House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations cootinued its consider- 
ation of the Legislative, Executive, and Jadicial 
Appropriation bill yesterday, and disposed of 
those paragraphs relating to offices of Treasurer 
of tho United States and Register of the Treas- 
ury. Although it is impossible to say just how 
much they propose to reduce expenses in these 
Bureaus, it is certain that the general rule 
adopted when consideration of the bill was be- 
gun—to cut down expenses 20 per cent— 
has been adhered to. Dr. Linderman, 
Director of the Mint, explained to the Commit- 
tee the expenses of his Bareau, and the Com- 
mittee will probably decide what recommenda- 
tions it will make on this subject to-morrow. It 
18 believed that the Mint at Carson City will be 
changed to an Assay Office, and that no present 
appropriation will be recommended for a new 
mint in the Mississippi Valley. Tue Committee 
seem to be of opinion chat, until the country re- 
turus to specie payments, the Mints at Phila- 
delpbia and 8an Francisco will be able to coin all 
the gold and silver that is needed. 

TUE FIGHT AGAINST LES’ EXPENSE. 

The Democrats are likely to encounter the 
greatest opposition to the reduction proposed by 
the Diplomatic and Consular bill in the members 
of their own party.

For some seven or eight years American hay and 
manure forks have been exported to Europe. It began 
in a small way, and was at frat ed by the mana- 
facturers as a simply to glory over, as showing 
what could be done. It has now grown to be an im- 
portant feature in the business. Not leas than 25,000 
dozen of American forks were exported last year. 
Europe is supposed to excel in the manfacture of steel 
and articles from steel, yet here is a tool requiring, in- 
deed, some skill, but not a complex machine, and pro- 
tected by no patent, which can to-day be made in this 
country to compete with, and largely supplant, those 
made in Europe, The manufacture of forks certainly 
does not scem to need protection, and, if the tariff on 
steel and iron (especially on Swede and Norway iron) 
— reduced, we could make other goods in our line 

export.

An Interesting Letter, Not Before Pub- 
lished, on Beconstructioun, 

The Washington correspondent of the St. 
Louis Republican has got hold of the subjoined 
letter from the Hon. E. B. Washburne, writien 
twenty months ago, but still intesesting for the 
Views it expresses : | 

LEaaTion or THE Unitep Srares, Parts, June 
17, 1874.— Dran Sm: J have duly received your 
letter from New, York, dated the 23d uit. At the 
epoch you speak of great events were so crowd- 
ed together that it is impossible for me, at this 
length of time, to recall the detai of 
mauy of them. But I weil recollect the rival 
of the deputation of the three citizens from the 
Muuicipal Government of the City of Lynch- 
burg at Appomattox Court-Honse. and the ob- 
ject of their visit to Gen. Gibbon, then in com- 
mand of the Union forces. I shall never forget 
the pleasant interview 1 had with those gentle- 
men and the mterest I took in their nar- 
ration of events and of the state of things at 
Lynchburg. After hearing their statements I 
know I was in full sympathy with the purpose 
they had io view, and so expressed myself. But 
I was there simply as a private individual, afd 
bad no authority advise, or Bcarcely to sug- 
gest. Perhaps my opinious may have had some 
weight, but I would not claim even that, and 1 
fear that the geuerous citizens of Lynchburg 
have given me credit for what really belongs to 
Others. F can only attest my feelings of gratifi- 
cation at the succezs which attended the efforts 
of the Lynchburg delegation on that occasion, 
and the pleasure we felt at the time at their hav- 
ing successfully accomplished their mission. 
Knowing Gen. Grant as I did, and — | bim 
to be as just and magnavimous as he was brave, 
I had no hesitation fn saying to the delegation 
(and to the others) that [ had no doubt, were he 
present, he would atonce accede to their re- 
quest. 

Your lotter and your aflusions to Gen. Gordon 
revive many recollections of those eventful days. 
I arrixed ut Appomattox Court-House on Tues- 
day, the 11th of April, 1865. Gen, Grant, after 
receiving the surrender of Gen. Lee on Sunday, 
the 9th, had left the next day with his statf-off- 
cers en route for Washington. I met him the 
next ovening at Prospectt Sation. Desiring to 
gee the two armies, the next morning the Gen- 
eral gave me & company of cavalry as an escort 
to Appomattox. Though the surrender had 
been made on Sunday, yet the details as to the 
parole aud many other matters had to be agreed 
upon, and the laying down of arms was to take 
place at a future day and as soon as the prelimi- 
naries could be arranged. Three Commissioners 
were appointed on either side for that purpose 
Gen. don, Gen. Pendleton (I thing), an 
another gentfeman whose name I do not now 
recall, oh the side of the Confederates, ahd Gen. 
Gibbon, Gen. Merritt, and à third, perhaps Gen. 
Mackenzie, on the side of the Unio ‘ forées. 
When I arrived at the Court-House, negotiations 
and pour parlers were going ‘on between the 
Commiesioners at Gen. Gibbons’ headquarters, at 
the house of a Mr. McOlean, and 1 then saw 
many of the General officers on both sides. 
From what one saw there it could hardly have 
been conceived that these men had been in arms 
against each other through more than four years 
of deadly strife. The terror of the breach. the 
fury of the charge, and tbe fatigue of the march 
seem to have been forgotten,’ and these brave 
men came together more as friends than ene- 
mies. in ali of their talks there was never a 
suggestion nor a word from either side that could 
have wounded the temdervst susceptibility. 
Many of these officers on both sides’ had 
served together in the ofd army, and it 
was touching and mterestiug to witness 
the synipathy between them which had sur- 
vived those long years of conflict and carnage. 
Gen. Cadmus Wilcox told with emotion bow bis 
old classmate, Gibbon, accused him of having 
nothing but Confederate money, and taking from 
his pocket a ne and crisp $50 greenback, thrast 
it upon him. There was one sentiment among 
all these men, which seemed to crop out in spite 
ot themselves, atrd that was that, after all the 
bloody sttuggies of the past, they were stilf all 
Americans. Tue only punishment I saw in- 
flicted was that on some large jugs of brandy 
whith had found their way to the Union head- 
quarters, and under the pecufiar circumstances 
that was not taken and deemed as a “ crue? and 
ubtsual punishment ” within the meaning of the 
Constitation. eee a 

I met on that occasion two gebtlemen in the 
Confedetate service with whom I had served in 
Congress,—the Hon. Alexander R. Boteler, of 
Virginia, and the Hon. Lucius Q. OC. Lamar, of 
Mississippi.. Lamar vas member of the Com- 
mittee on Commeérce in the Thirty-eixth Con- 
gress, of which T was Chairman, and thongh 
we differed on all: political matters as widely as 
two men could well differ, our personal rela- 
tions had always been pleasant and ‘agreeable. 
Though I had not much money with me, I pro-

Prof. Gunning’s Opinions on the Origin 
of Man--- Where Does He and 
the Brute Meet? 


HENRY VINCENT. 
BIS LECTURE ON OLIVER CROMWELL. 

A very large audience gathered iu mcCormick's 
Hall yesterday afternoon to listen to a lecture by 
the English orator, Henry Vincent, on Oliver 
Cromwell.“ Mr. Vincent retains the same fervor 
of maoner and diction that has heretofore en- 


though not new to many of the listeners, secured 
undivided attention throughout by the excellent 
style in which it was delivered. 

Mr. Vincent said, in opening, that be was 
about to recount the story of a great life. Oliver 
Cromwell was born in the country towa of Hunt- 
ingdon in the month of April, 1599. Hig mother’s 
maiden name was Elizabeth Stuart, but ehe was 
no relation to the royal family of Stuarts. The 
name of Cromwell has been unjustly surrounded 


| by a cloud of obloquy, originatingin tae writers 


of the time of Charles II. He was, as 3 boy. 
stumpy, with broad shoulders, heavy head, prom- 
inent nose, eyes piercing. a 

His education began under the training of Dr. 
Beard, a pedagogue of the olden time, who be- 
lieved in the efficacy of the rod. In his 17th 
year he was sont to Cambridge by his father, 
although unwilling to go. While there it is 
charged that he was iodoient, if not ate, 
but this statement is not substantiated. He re- 
mained at the University only fourteen montis, 
when he was recalled by the death of bis father. 
Cromwell was not like the lieht-headed. fan- 
tastioal. and dandified young men of the presen: 
day, who look dowa on agricultural pursuits. 
He tended to buying and selling wheat and bogs 
in the market of Huntingdon. Ia his 20th year 
he took bis place in the old stage-wagon for 
London. In bis rude country dress and plain 
manners he formed at thie time a strange con- 
trast to the inlamous men audstill more iu famous 
women who gambled with virtue in tho palace 
of Whitehall. He is next found at the rosi- 
dence of Sir John Bowcber, where he fell io 
love with and courted the Baronet's pretty 
daughter Elizabeth, They were married st 
Cripplegate Church. He was 21 years of age 
when he took his young wife home to bis moth- 
er. Then he began a hfe of quiet comestic 
happiness, interrupted only by occasional par- 


ticipation in the local religious etrifes of the 
dar. He was always ready to show his mettie 
and declare his hatred of priestcraft. In 1623 
he was elected member of Parliament from the 
District of Huntingdon, acd appears to have. 
been a promiteat public man, whose opinions 
were geuoraliy respected. The troubles be- 
tween the Klug and Parliament were then cul- 
minating. The question srose wherber there 
was a power above the Jaw aud above Parliament. 
The King said there was—tbe King. He was 
sustained by the courtiers. But the people said 
no, The sovereign power was the law. The issue 
is wellknown, Parliament presented the Peti- 
tion of Rights. The Parliament was dissolved 
and nine members were imprisoned in 1628, and 
not uoti the close of 1639 was Parliament again 
called into session. I» this interval every effort 
was made on the part of the King to oppress the 
people of England. ‘the famous Long Parlia- 
meut came together at the latter date. The 
nation drifted into civil war, and for the first 
year and abalf the Royalist army carried every- 
thing before it. In 1641 Hampden was slain, 
and Cromwell was sent by Parliament to take 
command of the Bounudhead army. His 
soldiers were rude avd untrained, and 
sang hynos while on the march. Theo 
Royalist and Parliamentary armies mot on Mar- 
ston Moor. The lecturer gave a very spirited 
account of the great battle, which resulted in 
the triumph of the people and the elevation of 
the obscure farmer's boy to the highest office in 
Republican England, and in placing him upon 
the loftiest piunacle of earthly fame. Crom- 
well's rule continued from 1653 to 1658. 

In conclusion, tne lecturer claimed that Crom- 
well promoted liberty and morals during bis 
rule, ſustizuted schools, crumbled down tha bar- 
riers between the laboring men and the aris- 
tocracy. He defended the right of conscience. 
It should not be said that he never made a mis- 
take; bat, considering his trials, the strength and 
glory he added to his country, he does not de- 
serve all the abuse heaped upon him by corrupt 
men. He was an enemy to ail despots, aud for 
all time the Commonwealth will stand as one of 
the greatest glories of the world. 


PROF. GUNNING. 
HIS THIRD LECTURE ON GEOLOGY. 

Prof. Gunniag delivered yesterday evening, in 
the Turd Unitarian Church, corner of Monrose 
and Laflin streets, the third of his series of ject- 
ures on Geology. Following is a full abstract: 

Man, as to his body, the speaker said, is au an- 
imal, and the task which science bas placed be- 
fore herself is to account for bis origin. She 
has searched the animal kiogdom for the near- 
est of his relative, and has found it in the goril- 
la of Africa. A fine skeleton of this anima), 
from the soatomical collection of Dr. Boyd, 
had been placed on the platform, 
aod the speaker drew from it a restoration of 
the animal. Drawing a man from one of the 
lowest human races,—the Australian,—ne com- 
pared man with gorilla, going through the anat- 
omy of the mind as wellas body. It was made 
to appear that the lowest races of men arproach 
nearer the man-like moukey than we. A human 
skeleton recently seot from Africa to Dr. Boyd, 
of Chicago, was shown to approach very near to 
that of a gorilla. In gorilia the hand is 
longer thania man. In this negro the band 
was almost as long as in gorilla. In gorilla the 
pelvic bones are long aud pearly straight on the 
anterior margin. aod but slightly cupped. 
In this negro the pelvic bones were long, but 
slightly cupped and nearly straight on the ante- 
rior margin. In gorilla the uasal bones are 
nearly obiiterated. In this negro they were near- 
ly obliterated. 

But there are structural differences not trifling 
in character between man and the anima! which 
approaches hum the nearest. In gorilla there 
are toirteen dorsal vertebre. Io man there are 
twelve. But Dr. Rosenberg has lately found in 
human embryos rib rudiments on the thirteenth 
vertebra. Iu the growth of the emoryo we may 
trace tue path over which creation has moved. 
An embryo structure represents what was once 
an adult structure. be primitive man had 
thirteen dorsal vertebra. 

Tue conclusion reached by the speaker was 
that no distinct order can be founded for man 
based on anatomy. But if nature iu man has 
been not fluent, but fixed, we have taken no step 


Here au array of facts was presented to show 
that the human body in primitive times was 
more animal-like than now. The speaker 
dwelt especially on the mound-builders, and 
drew m few skulle found in the neigh- 
borhnood of Chicago. The mound-builder 
had a forehead hardly more promivent than that 
of a monkey. His most salient feature was the 
jaw. He was a fierce biter. In cranial struct- 
ure and capacity he was below the lowest Dig- 
er, the lowest Huttentot, the lowest Austra- 
ian. 

The European of the “reindeer” period was 
shown to have beeu a brute-like savage. As wa 
press our way backward, the lines between man 
and animal are found to converge. Where 
would they meet ? 

Oue of the chief creative centres was the Far 
West of America. Standing on the parched and 
barren clay of Wyoming, standing over the 
garnered dead of wous gone by, the man of 
science, the law-finder, will feel as the patriarch 
of vid. the law-giver, when he unsandaled his 
feet, for the ground on which he stood was 
boly ground.“ . 

Eotombed in the Eocene rocks are the ruins of 
one of the earliest Mammals. Tue speaker 
made a sketch of this animal. and traced a series 
leading from it to the ox, another 
to the tiger, another Ww tbe horse, 
another leading from 2 still older 
species to the oposaum. and another leading 
from the sams species to the ape. ‘ne relation 
man sustains to that history ie full of signifi- 
cance. The order to which he belongs developed 
neither in the direction of speed nor figut, nor. 
as the ruminant, in powers of digestion. He 
retains the old-fashioned foot, the old-fashioned 
tooth, the old-fashioned digestive evstem. His 
body has aot desconded from that of an ape, 
but from an earlier aud more primitive body. 
He is akin toallbelowhim. Can he look up 
and claim kiudred with aught above him?

MORE TROUBLE FOR THE IOWA POOL LINES. 

Since the formation of anew line from this 
city to Omaha by the Chicago & Alton, St. Lou- 
is, Kansas City, & Northern, aod St. Joseph & 
Council Bluffs Railroads, the three Iowa pool 
lines have been considerably disturbed. and the 
General Freight Agents of these roads have 
held a uumper of consultations to devise a plan 
by which the new rival cap be driven from the 
field. So far, however, they have been uuadle 
to agree upon avy plan of action. Their threat 
to compete for the St. Louis traffic, to punish 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern and St. 
Joseph & Council Bluffs Railroads, does 
not amount to much, sines they can form no 
combination out of that city. They are, how- 
ever, determined to drive the new lioe from the 
field and thus save the pool. Mr. Clark, the 


| General Superintendent, and Mr. E. B. Vining, 


General Freight Agent, of the Union Pacitic 
Railroad, were in tbe city Saturday. While here 
they were taken in tow by the General Freight 
Agents of the Chicago, Barlington & Quincy, 
Chicago, Rock Islaud & Pacitic, aod Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroads, for the purpose of in- 
ducing them to ignore the newline, aod con- 
tinue to give all tne Pacific business 
to the Iowa pool lines as _ heretofore.

‘The rumor that Mr. Gould intends to throw bis 
pat roa ge on the new line is streugtheued b 

the report that the St. Joe 4 Council Biuffs Rail- 
road had passed under his control. Tue St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern Railroad, which 
also forms a part of the new line, is already con- 
trolled by him. Not only do the Chicago pool 
lines dislike the new line. but St. Louis also 


looks at it with an envious eye. Not to be 


put completely in the- shade by Chicago, 
aud be compietely deprived of its 
Omaha business, it has also gotten up a new 
line to Omaha via the Missouri Pacific and 
Burlington & Missouri River Railroad in Ne- 
braska. It now crows because this line gets 
into Omaha without crossing the Council Blue 
bridge. While this is a fact, still Cnicago need 
not be envious of what St. Louis has accom- 
plisbed, inasmuch as its new lice is about 200 
miles longer than any of tho Chicago lines. Con- 
sequently it is hardly probable that Caicago will 
suffer much from this new competitor. 


EASTERN FREIGHTS. 

It is understood that the General Freight 
Agents and some of the General Maaagers of 
the principal lines leading from this city to New 
York and Boston beld a meeting in this city yes- 
terday for the purpose of taking measures 
against the encroachments of the Sonta western 
lines leading to Baltimote and Philadelphia. As 
stated in [us Tarmcne of Saturday, the pool is 
virtually broken owing to the treacherous action 
on the part of the Pennsyivaaia, and Baltimore 
& Ohio Railioads in prorating with the West- 
ern lines against the implicit stipulation of the 
poolagreement. ‘The lines leading to New York 
and oston are now aroused, and will 
make such rates as to give them a fair share of 
the Western business. It could not be learned 
what conciusion the meeting has arcived at, but 
it 18 certain that the tariff will shortly be 
chaoged, and that this city will be placed on an 
equal looting wien its southwestern competitors.
